KLEC'MUNS TO-DAY. 


This will, according to the San 


Francisco Chronicle, be an important 
day in the history of the United 
States. Elections will be held in teu 
States, and the result of these elec- 
tions will foreshadow the issue of 
next year's Presidential contest. The 
election in Pennsylvania is regarded 
with especial interest. The Demo- 
cratic majority in that State last year 
was only 5,679. This year it seems 
to be now generally conceded that 
the Republicans will carry the State. 
If there should be a large Republi- 
can majority we shall be justified in 
accepting that result as a decisive 
indorsement of hard money and a 
repudiation of the rag-money heresy. 
If, on the other hand, there should 
be a close vote, as there was in Ohio, 
the inflationists will probably take 
heart of grace and make a determined 
effort to capture the Nation Demo- 
cratic Convention next year. 
In 


New York we can see no reason for 
doubting that the Democrats will 
liave things all their own way. If 
that State does not give a Democratic 
majority of at least 50,000, we shall 
be agreeably disappointed. In Mas- 
sachusetts the prospect is not clear; 
jut we look for a moderate Republi- 
can majority. Mississippi will most 
certainly return the Republican can- 
didates, unless intimidation is re 
sorted to for the purporse of pre- 
venting a full vote. In addition to 
;he States named, there will be elec- 
ions in Maryland, Kansas, New Jet 
sey, Wisconsin, Virginia and Min- 
nesota. 


A Connecticut paper rudely says

Alining Stock Business. 


There are 167 mining stocks dealt 


n by the San Francisco Boards, as 
ve learn from the carefully prepared 
;able.s in the October number of the 
talistician. Of those only thirty- 
even have paid dividends at any 
itne, and only nine have paid clivi- 
lends this year. 
The mines that 


ave paid dividends have been as- 
essed in the aggregate, $19,892 47, 
,nd the aggregate of their dividends 
mounts to 867,283,699. The mines 
hat have never paid dividends have 
seen assessed in the aggregate to tbe 
mount of S19±,140,867. 'As the apr- 
jregate dividends paid by the mines 
s $67,283,699, and the aggregate as- 
essrnont amounts to $39,033,338, it 
vill be seen that the mines have 
ielded a net profit to the people of 
(29,250,361. The average valuation 
f the stock of all the mines accord- 
ng to sales madu in August (there 
were no sales of consequence made 
n September) was 8102,054,100. The 
mount for that month amounted to 
bout one-tenth of one per cent upon 
he selling value of the mines.

ions in Maryland, Kansas, New Jet 
sey, Wisconsin, Virginia and Min- 
nesota.

Alining Stock Business. 


There are 167 mining stocks dealt 


n by the San Francisco Boards, as 
ve learn from the carefully prepared 
;able.s in the October number of the 
talistician. Of those only thirty- 
even have paid dividends at any 
itne, and only nine have paid clivi- 
lends this year. 
The mines that 


ave paid dividends have been as- 
essed in the aggregate, $19,892 47, 
,nd the aggregate of their dividends 
mounts to 867,283,699. The mines 
hat have never paid dividends have 
seen assessed in the aggregate to tbe 
mount of S19±,140,867. 'As the apr- 
jregate dividends paid by the mines 
s $67,283,699, and the aggregate as- 
essrnont amounts to $39,033,338, it 
vill be seen that the mines have 
ielded a net profit to the people of 
(29,250,361. The average valuation 
f the stock of all the mines accord- 
ng to sales madu in August (there 
were no sales of consequence made 
n September) was 8102,054,100. The 
mount for that month amounted to 
bout one-tenth of one per cent upon 
he selling value of the mines.
